ORDE 
In the case of deputation of State Government Officers to foreign 
service it is sometimes provided as one of the termsof deputation that 
they will draw Travelling Allowance according to the rules of the 
foreign employer, which should not be less favourable than the Travel 
ling Allowance rules in the Kerala Service Rules. Impliedly the 
Officers should choose between the Travelling Allowance rules of the 
foreign employer or the State Government Rules , whichever are more 
favourable to them . 

The Accountant General has brought to the notice of Government 
instances in which some of the deputationists have preferred their 
claimsfor travelling allowance in such a way as to take advantage of 
both the Travelling Allowance Rules in Kerala Service Rules and the 
Travelling Allowance Rules of foreign employer . This is obviously 
irregular as an Officer cannot be governed by two sets of rules at the 
same time. Government therefore order that in cases of deputation of 
a Government servant to Government Companies, Statutory bodies etc. 
on foreign service conditions where it is provided that the deputatio 
nist is to be paid travelling allowance in accordance with 
the rules of the foreign employer (Company , Corporation ) etc. which 
should not be less favourable than the Travelling Allowance Rules in 
Kerala Service Rules, the Government Servant concerned should , on 
accepting foreign employment, opt for the Travelling Allowance Rules 
of the foreign employer or ihe Travelling Allowance Rules in the 
Kerala Service Rules as a whole , whichever are more advantageous, 
as he may decide for himself .
